From the State Agricultural Jour- 
nai of this week, we learn that Hon. 
Dudley W. Adams, Master of the 
National Grange, will be present at 
the meeting of the State Gran 
which assembles in this city on the 
3rd of March. 


In our Legislative proceedings of 
Wednesday, we failed to state that 
Mr. Dortch, of Wayue, presented a 
petition from the citizens of Wayne 
county praying that the General As- 
sembly do not pass the usury law. 
We only stated that he presented a 
petition, with .ut giving its character. 
As the usury bill is now under dis- 
cussion in the House, we think it due 
Mr. Dortch and his constituents to 
make this statement. 


THE Usury BILL.—This bill was 
again under consideration 
n the House, Mr. Staples, of Guil- 
ford, and Mr. Strong, of Wake, dis- 
cussing the legal question of a State 
law controlling or affecting a Nation- 
al bank. The fallowing, as we un- 
derstood them, were the points made 
by Mr. Staples, who is a strong advo- 
cate of the measure: 

That National Banks are crea- 
ted by Congress for special purposes, 
as a means of circulating government 
currency throughout the Union, and 
making it paramount to all other cur- 
rency; tosupply by heavy taxation 
all State institutions, that issue their 
own paper to the prejudice of nation- 
al currency. 

It is conceded by the opposition 
that an agent of a corporation, by 
whatever power created, is liable to 
the criminal laws of this State for 
the violation of thesame. The ques- 
tion then turns upon this point: 
Whether the State hasa right to pass 
a law with regard to usury, that will 
apply to National Banks, especially 
providing in said law, for the for- 
feiture of the debtand interest? This 
question can be easily disposed of by 
applying it to the test laid down in 
the fullowing cases : 

McCullock vs the State of Mary- 
land, and Osborn vs the Bank 
of the United States, 4th and 
9th Wheaton, both of which 
cases are made famous by the learned 
opinion of the illustrious Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall; also later cases, Rail- 
road Company vs. Peniston, Tiffany 
vs. The National Bank of Missouri, 
18th Wallace; National Bank vs. 
Commonwealth, 9th Wallace; also 
the License Tax cases, 5th Wallace ; 
and the opinion directly in point in 
the ease First National Bank vs. 
Lambet al., 50th New York. Reports. 

Krom these decisions we deduce 
the following principles of law, 
which ought to govern this case : 

Ist. That the National banks are 
created for the more efficient circu- 
lation of national currency, in pre- 
ference to State issues, and are not 
institutionsof profit upon investment 
so far as they relate to the Govern- 
ment, in the sense we use the term 
‘* profit upon investment,’’ but the 
private stockholders of the bank are 
the only persons effected by profits 
and losses. 
2nd. That unless a State law im- 
pairs the efficiency of the National 
Bank, iu the business for which it 
is intended by Congress—to-wit : the 
establishment of a National cur- 
rency—it is not unconstitutional, and 
no one will pretend to say that a for- 
feiture of a debt and interest upon a 
plea of Usury, will impair the effi- 
ciency of the bank, as construed 
above, in such a manner as to come 
within the prohibition clause, but 
such forfeiture only effects the pri- 
vate interests of the stockholders of 
the Bank, and not the government. 

The majority of the eases support 
this position, and it has not yet been 
controverted—only two decisions 
have as yet been brought against it, 
one from Missouri and the other from. 
Ohio—neitherone of which have been 
subjected to the constitutional test of 
that highest and ablest of tribunals 
the Supreme Court of the United

The Trustees, according to notice, 
convened in the Executive office in 
Raleigh, on the 10th day of Febru- 
ary, 1875. 

On motion of Mr. W. A. Graham, 
his Excellency, Governor Brogden, 
ex-officio Presidentof the Board, was 
ree to take the chair, which he 
did accordingly. 

Tue Secretary was directed to call 
the roll of the membersof the Board, 
whereupon it appeared that twenty- 
one Trustees, being largely in excess 
of a quornm, were present, viz:

he Secretary laid before the Board 
letters from various Trustees express- 
ing regrets at not being able to at- 
tend this meeting, and cordially sym- 
pathizing with the objects of the 
meeting, viz: from Messrs. Z. B. 
Vanee, John Melver, John Manning, 
Jos. J. Davis, Rev. C. B. Hassell. 

The minutes of the last meeting 
read and approvec. 

Mr. W. A. Graham, on behalf of 
the committee to insti*ute action for 
the recovery of the corporate real 
buildings, &c., presented their report, 
which was read and concurred in. 
The following is the report: 

The undersigned Committee, ap- 
pointed by a resolution of the Board 
of Trustees of the University of North 
Carolina on the of April, 1874, 
with instructions to adopt measures 
andinstitute proceedings as soon as 
possible, to test tiie legal rights of 
this Boaid to control the University 
of North Carolia, 

REPORT, 

That they caused actions to be 
brought to the Spring Term, held on 
the Ist Monday i1a May, 1874, of the 
Superior Court of Orange county, in 
the nanie of the Trustees of the Uni- 
versitv. of North Carolina, we, 
against Alexander MelIver to recover 
the Corporate seal, records and 
corporation papers of the said Board 
of Trustees, thosein possession ofthe 
defendant, who withheld the same, 
under instructions from the then 
Governor of the State; and another 
against Solomon Pool to compel a 
surrender by him of the Keys, and 

session of the University build- 
ngs; that Mr. McIver, who acted 
merely under instructions, as afore- 
said, he being at that time Superin- 
tendant of Education in the State 
and as such, in possession of said 
seal, records and papers, readily as- 
sented to speed the cause against 
him, so as to obtain a determination 
thereof by the Supreme Court, as 
early as practicable. Accordingly, 


| he filed an answer, a decision ad- 


verse to the Trustees was rendered, 
and an appeal taken to same term of 
the Supreme Court succeeding. Mr. 
Pool asked and obtained time, with- 
in which to file his answer, but sub- 
sequently agreed to allow his case to 
be determined by the decision in the 
case of Mr. Mclver, your Committee 
agreeing that no costs should be ex- 
acted of him, as alike agreement had 
been made with Mr. McIver, in con- 
sideration of his co-operation in bring- 
ing the question to an early decision. 

The cause in the Supreme Court 
was argued in its order at same term, 
1874, but held under consideration 
until the ensuing term, and an opin- 
ion reversing the judgment below 
au! utfirming the right of this Board 
as the legitimate Board of Trustees of 
the University, was pronounced in 
the latter part of January. Andyour 
Committee are informed, that the 
Secretary and Treasurer of this Board 
has obtained possession of the Cor- 
porate seal, records and _ papers 
aforesaid, and that on kis request the 
keys and possession of the buildings 
of the University at Chapel Eill have 
been delivered to Andrew Mickle, 
Esq., the agent of this Board. 

The actions aforesaid were prosecu- 
ted in behalf of this Board by Messrs, 
J.W.and J. A. Graham as counsel 
in the Court below, and in the Su- 
= Court by the Hon. Wm. H. 

attle and B. F. Moore, all alumni 
of the University, without any 
charge against the institution. The 
costs of the Clerks and Sheriff in the 
two cases were agreed to be paid by 
this Board, in which your Commit- 
tee ask the concurrence of the same 
now in session.

The report states in substance that 
the former Treasurer, Mr. Lassiter, 
had turned over $15,000 in ‘old 
bonds ” of the State, $40,000 in ‘‘new 
bonds,’’ ot special tax, and $160,000 
in special tax bonds, belonging to the 
Agricultural College Funds. $3,000 
of old bonds belonging to same Fund 
have been pledged by Mr. Lassiter 
in the name of the University for the 

urpose of borrowing money, and 

20,000 of old bonds belonging to the 
same Fund have been pledged with 
other securities by the former Board 
to the Board of Education for a loan, 
now amounting to about $16,000. 
The former Treasurer states that 
there are 55 bonds of the ¢ity of Wil- 
mington $5,500, and $12,200 Virginia 
State stock, allof which were pledged 
to the Board of Education. 

Mr. Battle has received in cash for 
escheated property $1,516.80, and has

Mr. P. C. Cameron, on behalf of the 
Committee to ascertain the condition 
of the assets, &c., of the bank of 
North Carolina, madea yerbal report 
to the effect that the Assignee in 
bankruptcy, Mr. Dewey, is unable to 
make any definite statement on ac- 
count of pending suits, &c. It isthe 
opinion of Mr. Dewey that very lit- 
tle, if anything, can be ex to 
be realized by the stock holders of the 
bank, out of the surplus remaining 
after paying all its liabilities. 

Mr. Carter offered the following 
resolution, which was adopted, with 
an amendment offered by Mr. Steele 
that Mr. Carter shall be added to the 
Committee, and to be first named on 
said Committee. 


Resolved, That Col. Samuel McD. 
Tate, Rev. Neill McKay, K. P. Bat- 
tie and R. L. Patterson be appointed 
a committee to correspond with and 
solicit from the stockholders of the 
Bank of North Carolina a donation 
of their stoek in said Bank to the 
University, or an assignment of their 
several interests in and to the debt 
due to said bank by the University 
of North Carolina. 

Resolved, That said committee be 
authorized to take such steps us they 
may deem best for recovering the in- 
terests of the University as a stock- 
holder in said Bank, and for reliev- 
ss the University of said debt. 

he following resolutions, the first 
on motion of Mr. W. A. Graham, 
and the second on motionof Mr. Bat- 
tle, were adopted : 


Resolved, That a committee of 
seven membersof the Board be ap- 
pointed, whose duty it shall be to rep- 
resent to the General Assembly the 
present state of the agricultural fund 
donated by Congress, and the terms 
and conditions om which said grant 
was made: and inasmuch as a large 
part of said fund has been invested by 
the late Board of Trustees in securities 
of the State, many of which are not 
admitted to be valid obligations, and 
in consequence of such inyestment, 
the whole of said fund is now not 
available for any vseful purpose, to 
memorialize the General Assem bly to 
restore said fund to its primitive cone 
dition by directing the obligation of 
the State to be executed and delivered 
to this Board for the amounts of said 
funds invested as aforesaid. 

Resolved, Thatin case of the res- 
toration of the fund as aforesaid, and 

ayment of interest on the same, this 
Board will, as soon as may be practi- 
cable, take measures to establish ‘‘at 
least one college for teaching such 
branches of learning as are related to 
Agriculture and the Mechanie Arts,” 
in accordance with the spirit and in- 
tent of the act of Congress, ratified 
July 2, 1862, entitled ‘‘ an act donat- 
ing public land to the several States 
and Terrritories, which may provide 
colleges for the benefit of Agriculture 
and the Mechanic Arts.” 

The following, on motion of Mr. 
Peebles, are appointed on the.com- 
mittee: Messrs. W. A. Graham, 
W. T. Fairecloth, John Kerr, P. C. 
Cameron, R. L. Patterson, W. L. 
Steele, K. P. Battle. 


On motion of Mr. Steele, it was

Messrs. W. A. Graham, D. M. Car- 
ter, W. L. Steele, Z. B. Vance, John 
Kerr and R. L. Patterson be appvib- 
ted a Committee to bring to the at- 
tention of the General Assembly, in 
such manner as they may deem best, 
the condition of the University and 
the importance of its restoration. 


Mr. Carter moved that Messrs. 
W. T. Faircloth and K. P. Battle be 
added to the Committee, which mo- 
tion was adopted. 

Mr. Steele stated that pressing en- 
gagements prevented his acting on 
the Committee, and on his motion 
Mr. James S. Amis was substituted 
for him. | 

On motion of Mr. Carter, Governor 
Brogden, the Chairman ez officio, 
was added to the Committee. 

The resolution with amendments 
was adopted. 

After adopting resolutions of thanks 
to Messrs. r. W.andS. A. Graham, 
and Hon. W. H. Battle and B. F. 
Moore, all Alumni of the University, 
who have rendered their professional 
services without charge to the Uni- 
versity, also of thanks to Governor 
Brogden for his courtesy, &c., the 
Board adjourned subject to the call 
of the Governor or the Executive 
Committee.

Tue interest in the usury bill con- 
tinues unabated, and its discussion 
in the House will probably consume 
several days. It is well not to hur- 
ry it too rapidly to a termination, for 
the arguments pro and con are of 
such a. perfectly antagonistic char- 
acter that a premature solution 
would be unsatisfactory—most prob- 
ably disastrous. Time should be 
taken for the full and fair consider- 
ation of all interests. Let all be 
heard patiently and unreservedly, 
and if the bill is to pass or to fail, 
let it not be in ignorance of its con- 
sequences. 


Tue abrupt and uncounselled dec- 
laration of the President of the ne- 
cessity of his interference with the 
established government of Arkansas 
geems to have created a more pro- 
found sensation at Washington than 
almost any other act of this arbitra- 
ry ruler. The report of the Poland 
Committee, submitted only a day or 
two in advance of the message, took 
very Gecided ground against any 
reason for Federal interference. 

Many think that no action will be 
taken upon the recommendations of 
the message. Unless the Republi- 
ean party itself is determined upon 
revolution, it is difficult to under- 
stand why they should strengthen 
Grant's hands in his successive as- 
saults upon guaranteed rights and 
recognized governments. The same 
process will be repeated until every 
State is struck down. 


THE UNIVERSITY. 

A large number of the Trustees 
have been in session in this city for 
several days. Of the results of their 
conferences, we have no intimation 
at the time of writing. But the 
promptness with which they have 
met when once their legal rights 
were declared, and the energies with 
which they have worked since they 
have been in session, indicate the 
deep interest they feel in the work 
before them, 

If there is one subject more pain- 
ful than another to the North Caro- 
linian, it is the degradation and de- 
cay of the institution so intimately 
associated with the most honored 
names of the State. If there is 
one purpose stronger than another, 
it is the determination to restore 
this ancient lustre. But with a 
heavy debt hanging over it, with the 
literary fund blotted out of existence, 
and with the buildings of the Uni- 
versity decayed and dilapidated, 
there is an array of obstacles which 
no wisdom has so far found a way 
to overcome. 

Much may be brought to the at- 
tention of the Legislature, and the 
Legislature may be called upon to 
do much. Surely there is no bet- 
ter subject for a wise liberality than 
the rekindling of this central lumi- 
nary of education, and once more 
sending its rays abroad to enlighten 
the ignorance so heavily settled upon 
the land. 


THE EFFECT OF TIE ACTION 
OF MES8RS. GLENN AND 
FOOTE. 

The telegram from Raleigh on 
Monday last, in relation to the ac- 
tion of the Republicans in the House 
on that day, is commented on every- 
where as having 4 deep significance. 
The Tribune says: “The men in 

who have supported the 

Civil Rights bill, not as a matter of 

principle but as a party measure, 

will doubtless discover their mistake 


+ before many months are over.” 


A mistake that is very gladly wel- 


comed at the South, for it brings 
about a result almost at once that 
would hardly have been reached for 
years in any other way—the union 
of the white people on common 
ground, and the breaking up of that 
orgatiization which has led for its 
own selfish purposes, the ignorant 


and credulcas tools of their decep- 
tion in solid phalanx against their 
est friends. The'whites in North 


| 


| Carolina have long resisted the : 
colcr-line. Since the negro, in spite 


of himself, was made a voter, it was 
the wish and the effort of the supe- 
rior race to act in harmony with 
them, and to impress upon; en 
the value of personal independence 
and individuality. 

But the negro has no conception 
of the dignity of the suffrage. He 
has been a mere machine in the 
hands of his political masters, and 
in spite of fair dealing, and assur- 
ances of sincerity to which a race 
less blinded by prejudice, or less 
swayed by credulity, would long ago 
have yielded, he hasstood out stub- 
bornly against all arguments, and 
banded in almost unbroken column 
against his old masters. The 
whites have naturally sought to rule. 
Theirs was the intelligence and ex- 
perience to direct, theirs the proy- 
erty to protect. But they would not 
throw the negro off, nor exclude him 
from political affiliation in a subor- 
dinate sphere. And while this idea 
of subordination, which was more 


was maintained, very many whites 
in this State, as elsewhere in the 
South, men who have not sold them- 
selves for office and power, have 
acted with the party whose strength 
in the South is retained by the ne- 
gro vote. 

The passage of the Civil Rights 
bill must do everywhere in the State, 
everywhere in the South, what it 
did in the House on Monday. It 
knocks the scales from eyes long 
blinded by party deception. It 
wakes men up at once to a consci- 
ousness of position. It rouses them 
up to a remembrance that ought 
never have slumbered, of the supe- 
rior right of the white race to lead 
in laws and legislation and society. 
It braces them up to resist the at- 
tempt to degrade them to the level 
of a race conspicuously subordinate 
through all history. 

And it must enure to the disad- 
vantage of the negro. It destroys 
that sympathy which dependency 
begets. It arrays men against that 
assumption of equality which is in- 
compatible with ignorance and rude- 
ness, and with the ineradicable pre- 
Judices engendered by the remem- 
brance of generations of servitude. 
And it leaves him without leader- 
ship. It throws him back upon his 
own resources, without guide or 
counsel, and almost without aim. 
And it breaks up the Republican 
party in the State, if left to the logl- 
cal results of natural causes. 


THE TEXAS AND PACIFIC 
RAILWAY. 


Mr. Thomas A. Scott, President 
of the Texas & Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, President of the T. & P. Con- 
struction Company, who have the 
contract to build the Road, Presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company and President of the 
Northern Central Railroad Compa- 
ny, the great “Railroad King” and 
monarch of lobbyists, buyer of Leg- 
islatures, controller of Judges, &c., 
&c., is bringing every effort that his 
big brain can conceive,and his large 
corps of able satelites can execute 
to induce Congress to endorse his 
bonds for the T. & P. Railway, 
granting interest for forty years at 
the rate of $40,000 per mile, the dis- 
tance being estimated at 2,680 miles, 
and is now endeavoring to induce 
the New England, Middle, Western 
and Southern States to request Con- 
gress to grant his petition. He has 
agents everywhere empluyed in his 
interests, and their arguments in 
favor of the scheme are as varied 
and extensive as the sections whose 
influence he is endeavoring to unite. 

If we could see that the South, 
and especially our own State was to 
be benefitted, we would remain pas- 
sive spectators of the play, but when 
it becomes evident that the whole 
scheme is to deprive the South of 
the great benefits which her citizens 
once fondly hoped would be derived 
from the construction of a great iron 
highway to the Pacific, and take 
from us its productions, thus blast- 
ing our hopes for the fature, we 
oppose it, and shall continue to do 
so until the end. The original pro- 
jectors of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
way had in view a grand trunk line, 
connecting the cities of the Gulf, 


the Pacific Ocean, one line with 
connections with Galveston, New 
Orleans, Mobile, Savannah, Charles- 
ton, Morehead City and the Chesa- 
peake Bay. This was a grand 
scheme, and one that we would 
cheerfully endorse, but the plans of 
the present contemplated road cuts 
the cities named from these benefits 
and bestows it upon other interests 
hostile to our own. If any of our 
readers will take a recent railroad 
map or atlas, and placing their fin- 
ger on Cairo, the great railway cen- 
tering point at the confluence of the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers, and 
follow down the line of the “Cairo 
and Fulton Railroad, of Missouri,” 


they will find it makes a physical

Scott’s road. It is an easy matter 
to trace the lines Northward asd 
Hastward toa connestion with’ the 
other lines, of which Mr. Seott is 
President. It is true is that 
branch lines will run to Marshall, 
and thence to Shreveport, and give 
the South a connection, but we all 
know that no railway, controlled in 


interest of another line, will 


mit freights or passengers, and par- 
ticularly the former, from being 
diverted from the favored route, 
vide the North Carolina Railroad, 
whose business formerly came to 
Ralgigh, and was from this point 
sent to Wilmington, Morehesd City 
and Norfolk, all of which now goes 
exclusively via the Danville Road, 
which is its lessee. — 

We call attention to the fact that 


the South will be charged with the 
endorsement, if made by Congress, 
on these bonds, as an Internal Im- 


benefit of the South, and thus we will 
be cut off from any further appro-— 
priation by Congress for Internal 


Improvement purposes of any kind, 


had its full proportion of appropria- 
tions. This is an important matter 
in connection with our future devel- 
opment, and we call the special at- 
tention of the members of our Leg- 
islature to it. 

And now, when the revenue of 
the government is below the stan- 
dard, when Congress is about to lay 
additional burthens upon the people 
in the shape of increased duties on 


and other articles of daily consump- 
tion, Mr. Scott comes forward and 
asks Congress to endorse his bonds, 
or make an appropriation to his 
road (for it is the same thing,) of 


$7,200,000 annually for forty years. 
This presumption is unheard of in 
the history of this country. 

Upon this subject we append the 
following article from the Chicago 
Tribune : 

INCREASE OF THE PUBLIC DEBT.— 
The attention of the members of Con- 
gress who propose to vote a subsidy 
to Tom Scott of a hundred and more 
millions of dollars must have been 
drawn to the striking facts relatin 
to the condition of the Nationa 
Treasury. What are those facts? 

1. That on the Ist of January, 1875, 
the Treasury was short over $4,000,- 
000 of the means with which to pay 
interest on its bonds, and had to bor- 
row that sum. 

2. That the Treasury had been so 
long unable to make its payments to 
the Sinking Fund that it now owes 
that fund over $32,000,000. 

3. That the condition of the Treas- 
ury is such that, notwithstanding we 
are in profound peace, the Govern- 
ment, to meet its current liabilities, 

pro an eXtraordinary increase 
| of taxation to meet the current ex- 
penses. 

In view of these three solemn facts 
it is proposed to the Pacific Railroad 
Committee of the House of Kepre- 
sentatives to increase the public debt 
by asubsidy to Tom Seott and his 
ring—that subsidy the guar- 
antee of the interest on the bonds of 
the railroad coennen to the sum of 
$40,000 per mile for 3,100 miles, or an 
aggregate of bonds of one hundred 
and twenty-four millions of dollars ! 
Congress prepnecs that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall stamp 
these bonds with a guarantee to pay 
the interest (hereon atd per cent., or 
$7,200,000 annually, for forty years. 
The total interest to be paid to be 


$288,000 000. The security for this is 


the railroad thivuzh a desert at the 


end of forty vears ! subject to a lien 
of $124,000,0390 fur tise principal of the 
bonds. 

The proposition is, to increase the 
national debt toa sum represented 
by an annual payment of interest of 
$7,200,000, being $124,000,000. The 
burden of a national debt, or of any 
debt, is measured by the taxation re- 
a to pay the interest thereon. 

he House committee proposes a 
bill to levy an annual tax, for forty 
years, of $7,200,000, to pay the in- 
terest on the bonds of Colonel Scott’s 
Railway Company, which company 
Colonel Tom S&eontt says owes Colo- 
nel Tom Scott's Credit Mobilier Con- 
struction Company eleven miilions 
of dollars already. 

The whole secret of this subsidy is 
that Colonel Tom Scatt and his as- 
sociates are the Texas and Pacific 
Railway Company; and the Texas 
and Pacific Railway Company has 
contracted with Colonel Tom Scott's 
Construction Company to build the 
railway, being a duplication of the 
Credit Mobilier usiness. The 
railway compan has not a 
cent of capita], nor has the Con- 
struction company; Scott has been 
floating the two conceras, and finds 
both in debt $11,000,000, whereupon
